Chicago, April 7.— IrthBBtea Indi- 
cate that between 75,000 and 100,000 
f the 217,614 women voters eligible 

to vote here \M ni to the polls for the 
first time Tuesday and cast their 
votae In the aMermanic election. 

The mala votera, of whom 466.283 
were registered, voted in about the 
same proportion. None of the nine 
women candidates who sought to rep- 
■eat their wards in the dty coun- 
cil was elected, and except in the 
first ward, where Miss harion Drake 
made a spectacular fight aRainst 
John (Bath Houae) Coughlin, the 
women eandidatea polled only a small 
fraction of the women votes.

At their meeting Monday the 

County Board of Education adopted 
a very important resolution which 
plainly states under what conditions 
high sdiod privileges shdl be ex- 
tended to the eeanty pupils. 

So long as the present contract 
with the Hopkinsville High School 
continues, which will be until 1917, 
all county pupils are entitled to free 
tuition there. But in many instan- 
ces high school advantages are de- 
sired in the country schools and ta 
settle these the Board of Education 
has adopted the following resolu- 
tions: 

"Whereas the County H )ard nf 
Education seeing the ne^jd of High 
School training in the county and de- 
siring to give same as far aa lies in 
their means to all pupils dnly qudi* 
fled to enter high school, hereby 
a<ioptsthe following rules and regula- 
tions for establishment and mainten- 
ance of hiRh schools in the coanty. 
"RESOLVED- 

"1. That as long as the present 
contract vrith City School Board lasts 
(expires I'M?) all pupi shaving pass- 
ed an examination before the county 
examiners are entitled to free tui- 
tion in the Hopkinseflla Sigh School. 

"2. Wherever there is a High 
School regularly established in a 
graded school district, ha\ ing leas 
than twelve pupils from outside of 
the diatdet. the Board agreea to pay 
Forty Dollars ($40.00) per annum 
for all pupils duly qua ified who 
should attend the school. 

3. Whenever any subdistrkt 
school will through their trustee* 
guarantee a bona fide enrollment of 
at least twelve pupil> t or each month 
f the school year, th.' l; >ardwill 
pay the sum of Sixty Dollars ($60.00) 
per month for a High School teach- 
er, the same to be selected by and 
under the control of the County 
Board of Education. 

"4. That inasmuch as the High 
Schools in gracTed school districts are 
in a sense priv ate and ii.if .p, n to 
the public oiitf-ide of their respect- 
ive district.H, whenever they can se- 
cure a bona fide enrollment of twelve 
or more pupils from without the dis- 
trict, the same not to be enrolled in 
a Hiih School elsewhere in the coun- 
ty Uie Board diaH furnish a High 
School tearher at Si.xty Dollars (*<>n) 
per month, and all duly iiualafie<i i 
pilsdedring to ent. r 
shdl be admitted without charge to 
them or the County Board of Bduca* 
tion. 

"5. All former resolutions fi'r the 
establishmeht and mainta ning of 
High Schoola in the county that are 
not incorporated in these articles, 
are hereby rescinded and these arti- 
cles, when adopted, sha'l be the otti- 
cial manner of maintaining and es 
tablishing High Schools iaC^Istian 
county.

Mr. Talbot recounts one of the 
many old legends of the country, ex-

holds. At the beginning of things, the 
legend runs, the world was peopled by 
women only. One day the earth-god, 
Awbassi Nsl, happened by accident to 
kill a woman. Awbassl, sorry for the 
Srief he had caused, offered to give 
them anything they should cheose out 
of all his possessions. They begged 
him to mention what he had to give, 
and said they would all cry "Yes" 
-whan he named the thing which they 
-wished to have. At length the list 
waa nearly ended; one thing remained 
to ojTer and ^hat was a man. They 
•llouted ''Yes" and, catofaing hold of 
one another, started dancing for joy.

In some ways, indeed, the 
Ekol fuiMi may be termed the most 
ancient <4 all. for whereas In the old- 
est kiio Au 1. presentations of Minoan 
bird and ti. c worship the tree has bo 
come .1 :i >: t eri<!rrly conyentlonail-'el 
Into pillar i'liape, and later on be- 
comes a mere pedestal to support the 
bird, among the Kgoi It still keeps 
its original form— that of the actual 
Uvlng tree. - The smallest town ha> 
ilta Jnju tree."

MAIHTAINHi Q AN E ARTH ROAD 

Rain Falling on Highway Properly 
Crewned Will Run QuIeMy «e eMe 
and Net eeak into 



If you look at the ordinary county 
road after a shower you will see small 
puddles along the wheel ruts and 
sometimes larger pools. This water 
mays on the road surface beside ditch- 
es. If you look closely you will see 
Aide ditches which have grown up with 
bushes and weeds In many cases, and 
which are so far from the traveled 
part of the road that the rain water 
does not drain Into them. That part 
of the roadway where the wagons trav- 
el is called the traveled way. To pre- 
vmt water from slaadlng on the trav- 
ird way the road should be raised in 
(lie center and should t\ope gently In- 
'o broad shallow ditches. It Is then 
said to have a crown. If It Is ten 
'•el iioHi ilie enter of the road lo 
'III- Mill.- ditch, ibe surface at the hide 
.'■'U shuiiid at li-.ist be ten inches 
■ twrr than it Is at the center where 
iie horses travel. The road then has 
a len-inch crown. The rain that falls 
on u road properly crowned will run 
i,uickly to the side and not soak into 
lie surface or form pools The "'d. 
ditches for surface waL-r hIuhiIiI nir 
jiurallel to the righi of way, and should 
be open at every low i)oiMt so that 
■hi' water can run out of them info 
iiei>;hlioring brooks or streams if the 
ililcluK iiu-rely (-(dleet ihe water from 
the rond surface and it can not run 
away, lar^i jiools will be formed along 
the roadside, which will gradually 
-nak into the soil beneath tlie rojd 
and make It so soft that the wheels of 
the wagons will cut through tfea road 
surface and soon destroy It. 

Sometimes water runs from laad 
along the road into the road and 
forms a little stream down the wheel 
tracks or In the middle where the 
bors«s travel. When driveways into 
farmyards are built across the side 
ditches they frequently form channels 
for water from the farmyard to run 
Into the road. The pipes under drive^ 
rubbish and thu water can no longer 
run away. If the driveways that stop 
the ditch water were rebuilt so that 
no pipes were necessary and the ditch 
could be left open, much trouble from 
surface water would be stopped. 

Som»tlmee a road runs across low 
ground or through a swamp where the 
road cannot be drained by side ditches 
alone. If tlic road were built higher 
like a railroad embankment across 
.such low land and made with a crown, 
it would be dry and hard. Soim times 
a road passes through what is called

ApiToxl- 
matcly ):{.479,382 was paid In cash as 
road tax in Iowa for the year 1911. 
This amount does not Include the 
amount of tax expended In work. The 
automobile tax for the year closing 
June 30, 1912, was $505,000. which will 
increase from year to year at the pres- 
ent rate. It is safe to estlniate the 
total amount available road tux In cash 
as $4,000,000, which should build at 
least 1,000 miles of permanent roads. 
Ten years of permanent road construc- 
tion would give 10,000 miles of good 
roads, whereas. If the present method 
of road building continues, our roads 
will practically be no better at the end 
of the ten-year period than they 
are today. This estimate takes no con- 
sideration of the tax annually worked, 
which would be available for use In 
necessary general repair of roads. Bet- 
ter social and Industrial conditions will 
follow the establishment of good roads 
and good schools. 

The good roads problem will un- 
doubtedly come In for Kreater discus- 
sion In the grain belt states this win- 
ter than ever before. The teachers 
are a wonderful factor for good In any 
state.

Both hoya aad glria should 
leam to . reco8:nlse barmoay hi etotb- 
ing. The elass room deeoratioas help 
fery mueh ta- the child's edaeatlon. 
Beautiful objects aad artistic pleturhii 
an help to develop tbe Inm^aatlon 
Children appreciate beauty mueh mors 
than many suppose. 

"This art training In the public 
schools should In no »a.v moan turn- 
ing out artitts — but rather in luukInK 
a foundation for rapable artisann. 
How often a child is educated with 
out any forethought aa to what.be U 
best 'tulted. Or he Is taken ^from 
iiohool as soon ss possible and thniet 
into the first position offered blm 
This proves to he a blind alley. Th< 
work does not appeal to the youn« 
worker's creative sense or that sense 
has never been developed. He falls 
behind those fitted by nature and 
training for the work. He Is what the 
world calls a failure. But he Isn't a 
failure. He's a victim. All children 
are gjfted for some sort of a eareer."
